Catting is in progress in the 
Western section. 

Pastures are good except where 
drouth prevails. A fair crop of millet 
is being cut. 

Sweet potatoes are doing well ; late 
gardens, tnrnips and the second crop 
of potatoes need rain. 

Apples are rather scarce; drouth, 
windstorms and insects have caused 
them to fall from the trees to sncb an 
extent that there is hardly a half crop 
left. This is especially true in the 
principal apple-growing districts.

The manfacturers. merchants and 
financial Institutions In the cities and 
towns of ~ur state are now tfWBtn- 
dously handicapped In competing with 
those In other states by the provision 
of our state eansrltutlon which re 
quires the same ad valorem taxes to 
Le levied on all personal property 
by cities and towna, for their local 
purposes, as Is levied by them on real 
estate within their boundaries. 

This provision does not exist In oth- 
er states In which the competitors of 
our manufacturers, merchants and 
financial Institutions are located, so 
that our people In these lines of busi- 
ness are at a great disadvantage in 
competing with those of other state', 
and the result is that our existing in 
du*trles do not grow as they should,
